Hungarians Reveal Mus- 
solini Purchase of 
Ships, Guns 


Through a Hungarian-Italian fas- 
cist alliance, Franco is receiving 
munitions from the United States, 
Joseph Feher, New York editor of 
the Hungarian Daily News, charged 
yesterday. 

A Senate investigation of the 
newspaper's charge will be sought. 

As a result of Mussolini’s dom- 
mance of the little central Euro- 
pean powers Italy was able to buy 
three American ships and transport 
guns and ammunition to Franco, 
under protection of the Panama 
flag, he said. 

“The negotiations were made by 
Bernard Burger, Hungarian Consul 
in Genoa, with the Italian govern- 
ment,“ he declared. He arranged 
with Zotan Korodi, agent for the 
Danubian Steamship Co., Buda- 
pest, to organize a crew of 70 to 
man the ships to be bought in 
America. 

“Passage for the crew from 
Budapest, after they signed a con- 
tract, 
Burger. The Italian govérnment 
paid the seamen’s passages from 
Genoa to America. They arrived 
here last month aboard the Rex. 

“In the meantime, three ships 
were purchased by the Hungarian 
and Italian representatives from 
the American Shipbuilding Co., in 
Cleveland. 

“One ship is called the Alba and 
another Goyuhoga, but we have 
been unable to learn the name of 
the third. 

“The ships are flying the flag of 
Panama to keep Hungary and Italy 
out of the picture. The Alba and 
Govuhoga, we understand, will sail 
from Philadelphia and the othér 


from Boston, all, bound for Cadiz.”

The Attempt to Wreck 
People's Front Fails 


French finance- capital spared none of its 
powers and forces of intrigue and panic in 
its desperate effort to wreck the government 
of the People’s Front of France on the rocks 
of a concocted monetary crisis. 

That French reaction failed is due pri- 
marily to the solidarity of the French people 
behind the People's Front program and in no 


small measure to the ability of the Commu- 


nist Party of France to bring pressure on 
Blum not to capitulate before the attack from 


thg Right, and yet to thwart the efforts of 


French Fascism to break the petty-bour- 
geoisie away from anti-Fascist unity. 


The 200 rich families of France deliber- 


ately manufactured the financial crisis to 
blackmail Blum into submission or force the 
collapse of his government. In both matters 
they failed. 

The Communist Party of France has 
shown the real way of solving the financial 
crisis: Make the Rich pay through progres- 
sive income tax on big income and capital 
levies on huge fortunes. Blum had been 


showing tendencies to compromise: to make 


higher income taxes more “palatable” with 
increased taxes that would hit the toiling 
masses. 

-Behind the fight of the Communist Party 
WITHIN the People’s Front against the ma- 
chinations of reaction is the growing support 
of the French people for the People’s Front 
as shown by the by-elections since the April- 
May, 1936, elections. 

Though Blum’s program apparently pre- 
vailed, the Communist Party’s struggle and 
the will of the French people are factors that 
cannot be gainsaid. 

There is little doubt, furthermore, that 
Hitler and the British Tories are trying to 
make capital out of the -French financial 
crisis. They hoped to use it as a lever to 
rip away the Franco-Soviet pact. The black- 
mail of the French finance-capitalists was to 
be encouragement to the pourparlers of 
Eden and the Nazi foreign minister von Neu- 
rath. The outcome of the French parliamen- 
tary crisis, instead, will dampen the hopes 
of international reaction and all enemies of 
the French People’s Front.

That 
is to say, his proposal for decree rule on financial 
issues to meet the monetary crisis for the next six 
weeks was approved. Actually, the main issue of the 
preservation of the government of the People’s Front 
triumphed, and Blum can now proceed with monetary 
measures realizing that the Communist fight rallied 


the people against the blackmailing scheme of the 


200 rich scourages of France. 

The Communist Party has been battling against 
taxation imposed on the masses and for a progressive 
income tax and a heavy capital levy on huge incomes 
and fortunes. The Blum government has been trying 
to avoid a “policy of making the rich pay,” resorting 
to compromise measures.

In France, the weapon of reaction has always been 
to engineer a monetary panic to cow the petty- 
bourgeoisie and bring it to terms. Every attempt to 
introduce a progressive income tax in France has met 
with campaigns of calumny. 

Internationally, it soon developed that the French 
finance capitalists chose their moment of concerted 
action against the People’s Front government to fit 
into the scheme of Nazi and Tory collaboration against 
the French anti-Fascists.

Both the New York ‘Times and the Wall Street 
Journal, estimating the situation in France, seem si- 
multaneously to have arrived at the conclusion that the 
big issue is not so much the monetary difficulties de- 
liberately induced by the 200 rich families of France, 
but the necessity of “defeating the left,” and of win- 
ning France away from the Franco-Soviet pact. While 
the Wall Street Journal puts the issue very crudely, 
the New Yerk Times is not so behindhand in urging 
France to follow the Hitler line of breaking the 
Franco-Soviet pact and putting itself at the mercy of 
the London Tories. And this at a time when the 
press announced the visit of Hitler's Foreign Minister, 
Konstantin von Neurath, to London for an Anglo- 
American understanding! 

The following New York Times attack on the 
Franco-Soviet understanding is very interesting: 

“In the ngw crisis, coinciding with developments 
in Russia, which must weaken French confidence in 


the Franco-Soviet pact, it is more than ever necessary @ 


for France to work in complete unity with England.”

In general, little active work is done in the promotion 
of physical education in the trade unions today. In some
